Recently Kitagawa (1966) and Tamura (1970) adopted the name Ranun¬ 
culus subcorymbosus Komarov in a wide and emended sense so as to include 
stoloniferous East Asiatic races of the R. acris group which have been re¬ 
ferred to R. grandis Honda (Hara 1943, Hara & Kurosawa 1956). 

R. subcorymbosus (1914) described from Kamchatka was correctly illu¬ 
strated by Komarov himself in his FI. Penin. Kamt. 2: t. 14 (1929). In 
1954 I have examined its authentic specimens at Kew and Paris, and noticed 
that they lack subterranean stolons and are different from R. grandis. To 
make sure, I have asked the Komarov Botanical Institute at Leningrad to 
give me more informations on R. subcorymbosus. Although Komarov has 
not designated the holotype, the photograph of the lectotvpe specimen, 
which was here reproduced as Fig. 1, was kindly sent to me. The lectotype 
agrees well with the figure by Komarov mentioned above. I wish to ex¬ 
press my sincere thanks to Dr. I. T. Vassilczenko, Head Curator of the 
Herbarium for his kind help. 

R. subcorymbosus has glabrous stems, hairy peduncles and young leaves 
with appressed hairs, larger flowers, and somewhat uncinate styles, and 
lacks long creeping subterranean runners. It is nearer to R. acris var. 
nipponicus Hara (Ri \novus Lev. et Ynt.) than to R. grandis. ■
